XXX WILHELM GRUENEWALD, a witness, took the stand and 
testified as follows:

A Wilhelm Gruenewald. 
Q Will you raise your right hand and repeat after me: 
I swear by God, the Almight апа Omniscient, that I will speak 
the pure truth and will withhold and add nothing. 
(The witness repeated the oath). 
DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY DR. HEIM: 
Q Were you a member of the Security Police? 
A Yes. 
Q What was your career with the Security Police? 


A I entered the criminal police section of the 


Police Wuppertal in 1935 аз a training жай criminal investi- 


gator, as a candidate criminal invest égator. In 1937 I was 


a criminal commissioner and was active in the criminal depart- 
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ments of Wuppertal, Halle and Ferlin. Іп 1940 I was tempo- 
rarily sent to the Reich criminal division and later on was 
sent as leading candidate -- I was sent as leading candi- 
date to the chief of the SD Security Folice of"Amt I." 

During that time Т also was sent for three months to the 
concentration camp of Buchenwald. 
BY COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: 

Q The date of that? 

A August, September and October 1942, I do not know 
exactly. At the end of August 1943 I made the second judi- 
cial test, distinct test, before the permanent -- before the 
Board of Examination of the Ministry of the Interior. After 
that I was sent as a personal representative to the inspector 
of the Security Police and SD in Braunschweig. 

Q The date? 

A ist of September, 1943. 

BY Di. HEIN: 

4 Ав you said before, yourself, you were sent tempo- 
rarily to the concentration camp Buchenwald for three months, 
1942. How did your temporary assignment to Buchenwald come 
about? 

A My main base continued to be the criminal section 
inBerlin of “Amt I" under which I was guardian training. I 
was transferred to "Amt VI" and was transferred to a section 
which had the code name Zeppelin. 

8 In what capacity did that transfer take place? 

A I was the assistant to one of the chiefs of this 
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5-7 code Zeppelin which was working in concentration camp 
D&rrow 

24 May Buchenwald. 

Q Did you know for what reason you were transferred 
to "Amt VI"? 

A First I only knew that I was to be transferred to 
group Zeppelin and that this group was working with the 
Russians. 

Q When did you find out further details concerning 
this so called action Zeppelin? 

A The day + started to work. I found out that the 
job of the commission and the Action Zeppelin was to get 
volunteer Russians to work as communications men, as informa- 
tion men, behind the Russian lines. 

Q At that time did you read the written order or 
see the written order concerning Action Zeppelin? 

A No. I saw nothing written about it. 

What 

Q / Was the duty of the Commission in the concentration 
camp Buchenwald? 

А We gave the Russian prisoners of war a first test 
in screening as to whether or not they would be suitable to 
our work. 

Q How did these Russians at that time get to the con- 
centration camp Buchenwald? 

A Action Zeppelin had sent small commissions to the 
various PW camps. It was the job of these mmxmkxzx commis- 


sions to get a first impression through questioning and ob- 
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Darrow servation of these prisoners. If these prisoners seemed 

гайхан suitable it was suggested to them that they fight ont he 
side of the Germans against Bolshevism. Many prisoners of 
war declined because it seemed too dangerous for them to 
fight against Russia because they were afraid they would be 
captured by the Russians. When they xx& were told that it 
only concerned information, tney at times considered it less 
dangerous and they were ready to fight on our side against 
Bolshevism. Those prisoners then were sent to Buchenwald. 

Q How large was the number of prisoners of war which 
were under you as assistant chief of this commission? 

A During this three months, that is, during my term, 
more than 1,000 men went through that commission in Виспеп- 
wald. 

9 Did the Wehrmacht know anything about the Group 
Zeppelin? 

A As far as I know there had been an agreement be- 
tween the chief of the German prisoner of war system and the 
leader of "Amt VI". The chiefs of the prisoner of war camps 
were told about this mmkkax from their superior officers that 
a the Group Zeppelin wanted to be active or intended to be 
active in that particular camp. 

CAPTAIN TUBHIDY: May I ask the defense counsel 
what the purpose of this examination is? 

RK DR. HEIN: І want to bring out that the Russians 


who were brought to Buchenwald were not brought there for 
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24 May reasons to be executed but that they were brought there for 
use by this commission, this Group Zeppelin. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Well, I should think he would do 
that with more direct questioning and with fewer questions. 
DK. HEIM: These questions to disprove the charges 
by the Prosecution against the Gestapo are very important. 
CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: All right. Let me ask you how 
many Russians were brought to Buchénwald for this purpose.

BY DR. FEIN: 

Q How long @id the Action Zeppelin take? 

A As far as i know Action Zeppelin continued until 
the capitulation. 

Q At the time you were in Buchenwald how were these 
kussians treated in Buchenwald? 

A The Russians were in the protection camp itself 
but were treated and fed by German soldiers. They did not 
have to work, and we very often went with those Russians 
in front of the camp to indulge in sports. At times we also 
used them for voluntary work far fromthe camp. No cases of 
escape happened while I was there. If the Kussians were 
found suitable for the duties of Group Zeppelin they теге к 


sent to further training camps which were &bout the same аз 
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Cerman billets, barracks. Prisoners that were not suitable‏ سے 

THUS were sent to out inthe country to farms. Maybe also they 
were used for the German industry but 1 do not know that. Or 
to military units. 

Q Were these unsuitable Russians sent from Buchenwald 
to these various places you have mentioned as prisoners of 
war or as civilians? 

А No, they were released from prisoner of war status 
and were xx regarded аз civilians. 

Ч Do you know for sure that the Russians who were re- 
garded suitable for this Action Zeppelin while you were there 
were not trained for executions?

Q Was this fact known to the personnel of the camp 


and also to the Russians who came in contact with these 


Russiang prisoners? 


A The personnel of the prisoner of war camps did not 
receive detailed information about our action. The Russians 
who were declared suitable had to keep quiet about it. 

Q Do you know or did you hear of any rumors which 
stated that the Russians who were declared suitable were 
later on executed? 

A Regarding the large number of Russians and the 
uncertainty of their future, I would say that that was possi- 
ble. 


Q Did you use certain racial groups of the Russian 


army such аз the Asiatic races, for this action? 
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A 
КЕХ At my time mostly Mongolians and Asiatic types 


were selected because we thought that, in short, we would 
reach areas which were inhabited by these people. At that 
time we were not too much interested in White Russians. 

Q Did you make any special consideration of the 
Russian intelligence -- intelligence of the person? 

A Yes. The nature of the work required a person 
of a certain intelligence, so among the people of the 
Group Zeppelin there were soldiers from the rank of private 
to general. 

4 How did the commissions work which were in these 
Russian prisoner of war camps to make these selections? 

А There were small commissions which were not tied 
to & certain camp but visited various camps. 

CAPTAIN TUBLIDY: May I ask the purpose of this 
questioning? 

Dk. HEIM: The Prosecution present a sworn state- 
ment by Kurt Lindow, l-i-n-d-o-w, number P. S. 2542, this 
exhibit U. S. A. 482, second part of the document book. 

COLONEL-GRIFFITE JONES: Мау I ask the number-

THE WITNESS: At that time I was SS"obersturmbann- : 
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fuehrer in the XXWNs"Einsatzkommando" or Team 12. 

Di. HEIM: I believe that the question which the 
Court just asked presents a wrong picture. This witness 
did not have anything to do with these commandos or units 
when he was on the eastern front in 1941, but I believe that 
the witness knows about this as far as it is concerned that 
he had the Action Zeppelin under him in Buchfnwald. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY:  Gen-we—get- on with the examination 
of—thts-witness? I merely wanted to find how much knowledge 
the witness had оп the basis of his background, basis of 
his position, on-thebasis of the paragraph which has just 
been read. 

ОК. HEIM: The witness knew about this since he 
was assistant chief of the Action Zeppelin. ( 

CAPTAIN TUBKIDY: Can we get on with the questions? 
BY DR. HEIM: 

9 How did these commissions look that were active in 
the prisoner of war camps in the east? 

4 They were not groups but they were commissions 
that did not have a permanent spot, camp, but visited various 
camps. It consisted of members of the Gestapo or secret 
police, criminal police, or the SD, depending on how they 
were sent to "Amt vI." 

Q Since the Prosecution claims that these units 


selected people especially of Asiatic background for execu- 
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tions, to support them and then to execute them, I would 


like to ask whether the Russians that were 1n those camps 
with Asiatic or Mongolian background were treated different- 
ly from thhose fromt he other parts of Russia? 

A Мо. They were treated exactly the same as the 
other members of the Action Zeppelin. 

Q Did it also happen that Russians who were selected 
for this decided not to go through with it during their 
training, and what happened to them? 

A The Russians were told that their cooperation was 
completely voluntary and they had the possibility at any 
time to retire. When they did retire they usually were sent 
to military units or used otherwise for work -- given work 
positions. 

Q Did you ever hear anything of the "Kugelorder"? 

A Yes. I know of that order, with the exception of 
paragraph 3 which I cannot remember. 

Q Do you think or find it possible that persons 
selected for Action Zeppelin were regarded as such, which 
accordng to the "Kugelorder" were scheduled to be executed? 

A R I did not have any experience concerning this. 
By time of the "Kugelorder" in 1944 the Action Zeppelin was 
still existing. 

Q Do you find it possible that the small teams or 
"Einsatzkommandos" mentioned by Kurt Lindow in his sworn 


affidavit, that he considered these small teams for the 


Action Zeppelin as such execution teams? 
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А Yes. Т think that 1з very possible. The men of 
the Action Zeppelin acted in about the same way as described 
in the sworn affidavit of Lindow, and in addition to that. 
even in the Reich, there was difference of opinion, even in 
the country, in the Reich, аз to what belonged to the Gestapo 
and what йїй not, because all members of the Keich Security 
Ей Service ия wore the same uniforms апа same insignias. І 
was often regarded by the Russians in the prisoner of war 
camp as a Gestapo man and I had to right their opinions or 
change their opinions. After I read the indictment I asked 
many friends or comrades whether they knew about it, that 
Russian prisoners of war of certain racial groups or higher 
intelligence were selected to be executed. None of my com- 
rades could give me an exact answer to this question. Many 
heard something about it but nobody knew anything certain. 
Concérning the fact that intelligent people were executed, 
nobody knew anything. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: Nobody would what? 

ТЕЕ INTERPRETER: Nobody knew anything. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Is that "intelligence" or “in- 
telligent"? 

THE INTERPRETER:  "^nteiligent." "t." 

THE WITNESS: 1 personally have not found any wit- 
nesses for that. 1 always thought that due to my experience 
with Action Zeppelin I had better information about it or knew 
more &bout 1% апа therefore granted those rumors to be parlor 


stories.

HEIM; “While this first separation concerning 
their political inclination, special "“Einsatzkommandos" or 
teams have been created by the Security Police and Security 
Service, they are under the Chief of the Security Police and 
the SD, immediately under the Secret Police and the SD, and 
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have been specially schooled for this special mission. They 
take their actions and -- their actions and questioning 
before these Russians are used in connection with the work 
or under the lines, guiding lines, of the Chief of the 
Security Police and the SD."
